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Voters block 
$6m sewer project

Wilmington voters on Monday 
effectively put a halt to plans to 
build a $6 million sewer trunk line 
in the northeast end of town. 
Despite sporadic interruptions from 
a problem microphone, bursts of 
applause, and one or two residents 
who were ruled out of order, town 
meeting attendees voted 156 to 124 
to rescind the controversial sewer 
project. Even a move by Selectman 
Mark Haldane to salvage the project 
and postpone any decision until the 
annual town meeting wasn't enough 
to stem the tide of criticism over the 
project's high cost and 
environmental impact-andtack-of 
information provided the public. 

During the three and a half hour 
meeting residents voted in favor of 
all but one article. Article eight, 
which would have lifted a deed 
restriction on land owned by Mary 
DelNinno, was withdrawn. 

As expected, artigles three, four, 
and six were the most hotly debated 
articles on the warrant, During 
discussion of article four, Selectman 
Robert Cain made. the motion to 
appoint a 12 member committee to 
look at alternate ways to fund sewer 
projects and bring back a 
recommendation to the April town 
meeting. Under current law, the 
town pays half the cost of sewer 
lines and those whose property is 
"bettered" pay the rest. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
favored Cain's motion saying there 
were many unanswered questions 
which need to be addressed in a 
"comprehensive" fashion. If the 
committee elects to bond the project 
through the tax rate, added the 
manager, voters would need to 


override Proposition 2 1/2. Select- 
man Chester Bruce told voters no 
one is being "locked in" to any one 
funding method at this point. Only 
one or two voters went against 
Cain's recommendation. 

Most of the speakers on article 
three, to reconsider the seven 
million dollars appropriated for the 
sewer project last April, and article 
six, to rescind funding the same 
project, spoke against the Northeast 
Interceptor Sewer line. Many of the 
arguments skirted the need for 
sewers to protect the town's 
aquifers and, instead, zeroed in on 
the impact to homeowners and the 
environment “andthe perceived 
"inflexibility" on the part of water 
and sewer commissioners. Bruce 
was the only selectman to favor 
rescinding the funding and the 
project. 

"At this time the fact is the people 
can't afford it," he said to a round of 
applause. 

"Sewerage today is not a necessity. 
Sewerage today is a luxury. It's not 
the betterment charges. You are 
going to continually pay as long as 
the MWRA has us by the throat," 
claimed Tony Capuano of Ring 
Avenue. 

Alan Stocker pointed to the lack of 


facts and the sewer commis- 
sioners' “inflexibility” on the 
proposed route, 

"There has been an 
unwillingness...to seriously con- 
sider alternatives," he said. 

One of the most eloquent spea- 
kers against the project was Bob 
Cronan of Park Street. While 
Cronan agreed to the need for 
sewers, he urged voters to stop the 


Present project to allow time for the 
town to do an Environmental 
Impact Report (EIR) and "think of a 
better way to do this,” “ 

“We're not experts. But you don't 
need to be an engineer to under- 
stand seven million dollars. You 
don't need to be an engineer to 
understand nine thousand dollars,” 
Cronan said in reference to the 
original project cost and reported 
cost of average betterment charges. 

Carl Backman praised water and 
sewer commissioners for their 
service to the town. He urged voters 
to give them a chance to come back 
with an alternate proposal in April. 
Former--commission--chairman 
George Allan said a yes vote to 
rescind would "kill" the sewer 
project for the immediate future. 
Peter Breen of Andover Street 
noted without new sewer lines, 
which are needed for commercial 
and residential growth, "Wilming 
ton will be passed by." 

Haldane argued that an issue of 
this importance should be discussed 
more fully with a larger repre- 
sentation of voters. He suggested a 
postponement of any decision until 
April when the town could have the 
results of an EIR and alternate 
funding methods and routes in hand. 
Voters went along with Haldane ina 
173 to 107 vote. A second vote, 
however, to rescind the funds took 
precedence over that action.Town 
Counsel Alan Altman stated the 
sewer project could not get 
underway again until a method of 
funding is approved at a future town 
meeting. Several residents, 
including Cronan, said they hoped 
water and sewer commissioners will 
come back with another proposal, 


Fincom chairman speaks 
out on school spending

Voters were taken by surprise by 
comments made by the chairman of 
the Wilmington Finance Committee 
at the tail end of Tuesday's special 
town meeting. Chairman Paul 
Palizzolo took time during the 
discussion of article one to target 
high school-salaries and laid part of 
the blame for the town's present 
budget crunch on recent decisions 
made by the local school committee. 


Palizzolo told residents Wilm 
ington faces a "crisis" since the town 
can expect less state aid next year 
and will be facing a projected 
million dollar deficit. He pointed 
out while $184,000 had been cut 
from the municipal side of the 
budget without laying off 
employees, the school department 
will be forced to lay off teachers in 
the years ahead because of raises 
agreed to in the new |three year 
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successor contract, 

"There is no money for raises," 
the chairman said. He likened the 
budget to a pie and explained 
anyone who gets a bigger piece will 
be “taking away from someone 
else." 

Palizzolo singled out mini van 
drivers for special attention saying 
two of the drivers are getting a 14 
1/2 percent increase while the other 
two are getting a 13 1/2 percent 
increase next year. In addition to the 
raises, Palizzolo said the drivers are 
budgeted for 200 hours of 
overtime 

"L have a hard time justifying these 
salaries," said the chairman. He 
noted the four salaries, which range 
up to $37,389, are more than most 
police, firemen, teachers and skilled 
mechanics receive. Palizzolo went 
on to add that giving salary hikes in 
the current fiscal situation "is not 
the way to run an efficient school 
system,” 

School Committee Chairman 
Aldo Caira took exception to what 
he called Palizzolo's "committee 
bashing.” He noted it's easy for 
people to say they're for education 
as long as it doesn't cost them any 
money and pointed out that teachers 
currently earning $40,000 or more 
have been in the system for at least 
20 years 

"I feel this school committee is 
doing everything possible to give 
your children a good cducation,” 
Caira told voters. 

After the meeting, the chairman 
told this paper present board 
members are "caught between a 
roc E especially 
since they weren't responsible for 
upping the salaries of mini van 
drivers. That contract, he added, 
was drawn up by a substantially 
different committee.

Wilmington Attorney Simon 
Cutter has been retained by former 
school superintendent Walter Pierc 
to recover $395 from the school 
committee.

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A bill proposed by the W 
ministration to sell public housing 
units has stirred up local housing 
authorities and tenants across the 
state. The bill, known as House Bill 
6346, is composed of several sec- 
tions including Section Six, which 
covers the controversial sale of 
housing units. 

According to Thomas Connelly, 
executive director of the National 
Association of Housing and Re- 
development Officials (NAHRO), 
his organization initially sent out 
notices to housing authorities ask- 
ing them to state their opposition to 
the bill. However, after meeting 
with Mary Padula, secretary of the 
Executive Office of Communities 
and Development, Connelly said his 
organization now supports lan- 
guage modifications in the bill 
which were proposed and agreed to 
by both parties at the joint meeting. 

The changes were designed to give 
control over any sale to local 
housing authorities and to make the 
bill less broad and more specific. 
The original version applied to the 
sale of any state assisted public 
housing. 

During the joint meeting both 
sides agreed to the following: to 
make the language very specific so 
it applies only to types of 
"untenable" local situations that 
make the sale necessary; to assure 
that any sale is initiated by a vote-of 
the local ‘board thus giving 
authorities control over their own

units; to replace any units sold on a 
one to one basis; and to have EOCD 
provide NAHRO with a list for 

ing authorities seeking "local 
flexibility." 

Connelly explained that the reason 
for the legislation is to keep costs 
down. The state currently pays a 
high price to modernize older units. 
Connelly said the Weld 
administration felt it might be more 
reasonable to replace older units 
with newer ones, , 

The housing legislation is part of 
the Regulatory Reform Package 
made public at a press conference in 
late November. Connelly said 
EOCD clearly did not realize "they 
drafted a very, very broad piece of 
legislation with very serious 
implications." He added if the 
concessions discussed with Padula 
are incorporated in the bill, 
NAHRO would "probably" go along 
with the legislation, 

The issue, said Connelly, "has 
been resolved; no one's going to 
lose their homes." 

A public hearing was held today at 
11 a.m, at the State House to air any 
concerns over the legislation. Many 
local officials and tenants planned to 
attend,

TAX BREAK 
THREATENED 

New pension legislation is 
expected soon that could do away 
with five and ten year averaging 
of pension payouts. Averaging cut 
the tax ‘bill on lump sum payouts 
by permitting” the retirees to 
figure the tax as if payments were 
spread out over five years - or 
even 10 years, for those born 
before 1936. Taxes had to be paid 
right away, but they were lower 
than if it were all regular income. 

How will you be affected? If you 
were close to retirement and 
planned to turn the lump sum 
distribution into a new business or 
a new home, it would be 
worthwhile to keep the averaging 
option. Watch the news and be 
prepared to jump ship if the rules 
change. 

Most retirees, however, would 
be. better off rolling over the 
money into an IRA and letting it 
grow tax deferred until needed. 
The money is not taxed at all until 
it is distributed from the IRA. 
Assuming that the withdrawals are 
spread out over many years, the 
advantages of the rollover are 
greater than those of tax 
averaging.

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Selectmen extend 
water main contract

Wilmington selectmen unani- 
mously agreed last week to a 
contract amendment extending the 
time period for the completion of a 
water main on Shawsheen Avenue 
and Hopkins Street. The water 
main will tie into the Shawsheen 
Commons housing development 
and be funded through a half 
million dollar CDAG grant. The 
board's vote also allowed the 
CDAG funds to be held for another 
six months until June 30, 1992. 
The origin: completion deadline 
was December 31. 

According to Wilmington Plan- 
hing Director Lynn Duncan, the 
time extension was requested 
because of an unresolved issue with 


the Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act (MEPA) to infiltration 
and inflow mitigation. She said the 
project's proponent has been con- 
sulting with the Massachusetts 
Water Resource Authority to 
develop an acceptable mitigation 
program. 

Duncan said the plans, specifica- 
tions, and bid documents have all 
been completed and the project is 
ready to go out to bid. Under the 
revised time frame, the water main 
Project is expected to go out to bid 
in January, the contract will be 
awarded in March, the construction 


period will run from April to May, | 


and the project should be complete 
by June. 


Widow publishes 
late husband's book 


Mary Omer of Wildwood Street, 
Wilmington recently completed the 
publication of a book written by her 
late husband, John. 

John was the son of American 
Congregational missionaries who 
dived for many years in Rhodesia. in 
South Africa, a country now known 
as Zimbabwe. 

His father, Arthur Orner, first 
arrived in Rhodesia in 1909 at age 
21. In 1915, he married Dorothy 
Heck, and they raised six children. 
For many years, Arthur Orner had 
the job of inspecting outlying 
missions in Rhodesia, a job which 
required travel throughout the 
countryside, usually on foot. 

John's book is called Chirenda: 


Place of Refuge. The book tells of 
the Orners’ experiences at the 
Mount Silinda mission in Rhodesia. 

The name of the book is a name 
given to the Mount Silinda Forest 
by the N'dau tribe. The tribe had 
been driven out of South Africa by 
the Zulus, and had taken refuge in 
the forest. 

John Omer died last year, never 
having had the book published. His 
widow undertook the project. 

She went to the Hampshire Press 
in Wilmington, Arthur Spellenberg 
gave her considerable assistance, 
together with the benefit of his 
experience, making it possible for 
her to complete the project. Adele 
Passmore designed the cover, which 
shows a large tree with two zebras.

Commissioners have done a good job

Following the defeat of the Northeast interceptor sewer in Monday 
night's special town meeting, someone voiced the opinion that the 
Wilmington Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners should be 
replaced. 

That would be a very unwise move for the town. 

The attempt by the Water and Sewer Commissioners to have a 
sewer line built proved to be unpopular, and the residents of Park 
Street and vicinity turned out in numbers sufficient to defeat it. 

But the strong point of the Water and Sewer Commissioners has 
never been public relations, nor should it be. The department has 
sound management, and has proven itself quite competent in the 
areas of engineering and construction. 

A dozen years ago, it was quite a common occurrence for 
residents to visit the Water and Sewer Commissioners meeting with 
bottles of rusty water. Wilmington’s groundwater tends to have high 
levels of iron and managanese, minerals which will not harm humans 
but which have little visual appeal, either in the water or in laundry. 

The commissioners initiated the building of a treatment plant off 
Butters Row, capable of treating water from three wellfields. Before 
construction began, traces of trichlorocthelyne (TCE) were found in 
the Chestnut Street well. The plans for the plant were modified to 
tackle that problem. The result was the first treatment plant in the 
nation to be able to remove TCE from groundwater. 

A second treatment plant was later built in the Barrows wellficld, 
near Hathaway. Acres. 

People today seldom complain about rusty water in Wilmington. 

The commissioners have also initiated the installation or 
replacement of several miles of water mains, as well as sewer mains. 
A new water tower was built off Andover Street, providing 
increased water pressure in North Wilmington. Their latest project 
has been to survey, register and in many cases fence all department 
property in town, ensuring that nobody can subdivide out part of the 
land for other purposes. 

In short, Wilmington has a first-class water system, thanks to the 
all-volunteer efforts of the people on the Water and Sewer

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Commissioners. If there is a weak link, it is that the town is 
connected to the MWRA sewer system, which applies an unfair 
formula for assessing sewer charges for the town of Wilmington. 

Chairman Arthur Smith is without’ question the focus of the 
criticism which the board has received relative to the sewer plans. 
Smith is very forceful and direct in his approach, and this does not 
endear him to some people. This writer, though, believes that these 
attributes make him particularly well-suited for the position. In 
dealing with contractors, his expertise and manner ensure that the 
town is in the driver's seat, not the contractor. 

One meeting which comes to mind occurred about ten years ago, 
when the town was constructing the Silver Lake interceptor sewer. 
The contractor came before the board to negotiate change orders. 

Change orders are the area where a construction project can run 
into the red. Unforeseen conditions not outlined in the engineering 
specifications can give a contractor reason to add on extra costs. 
Change orders are billed at prevailing rates, not bid rates. 

The contractor came before the board with three tough men, 
smoking cigars, They were going to set the board straight. 

They proved to be no match for Arthur Smith and George Allan. 
The commissioners were able to respond to each call for a change 
order with a reasoned denial based on the engineering specifications. 
The contractor took the town to court, and the town won. 

Allan has since been replaced by an equally competent engineer, 
Noel Baretta, head of the Boston Dept. of Public Works. Also on the 
board-is James Ring,-an accountant..The background of the 
commissioners make them particularly well-suited to running a 
water system. 

The fact that the Northeast interceptor proved to be unpopular is 
not sufficient reason to dump a board of competent volunteers. Their 
many years of quality work leave them well-suited for dealing with a 
redesign of the rejected sewer, if the town decides to go ahead with a 
new plan. 

The commissioners deserve a great deal of thanks, in spite of their 


low popularity. 


Christmas Kudos

As we approach the season of 
giving, how about some kudos to 
those, in Prete industry and 
pee ct who are Ae doing 
their part to improve our environ- 
ment. Sure there are corporate 
polluters and government officials 
who are derelict in their duty, but 
there are many others doing a good 
job with a minimum of fanfare. 

It wasn't long ago that the nightly 
news showed large black clouds 
rising from the burning oil wells in 
Kuwait. Ignited by the retreating 
Iraqi troops, the smoke turned day 
into night. Some scientists were 
concerned about its long term 
affects on the health of millions and 
the regional weather, An American 
company has now successfully 
completed the salvage operation of 
the oil wells. Bechtel Construction 
Co. was able to extinguish the fires 
in 650 oil wells in just seven months 
instead of the projected three to five 
years. The cost was two billion 
dollars instead of the projected five 
billion dollars. 

An interesting sidelight to the 
operation was the use of the pipeline 
Saddam's troops had installed for 
the purpose of discharging more oil 
into the Gulf. When the war ended, 
the pipeline was only three miles 
from the Gulf. Bechtel completed 
the construction and then used it to 
pump water back 60 miles to fight 
the firs. Kuwait is now back in 
business pumping thousands of 
gallons of oil per day into the world 
economy and an environmental 
disaster has been averted thanks to 
Corporate America. 

Not -all the environmental 
victories, however, are of such 


global significance. For example, 
Nynex has taken steps to make its 
phone books more recyclable. A 
new adhesive in the bindings 


“eliminates” a“ thajor obstacle to 


recycling. The recycled paper will 
be used for bills and envelopes. 

Another company is trying to get a 
leg up on its competition. The 
maker of L'Eggs hosiery will be 
replacing the familiar plastic egg 
package with a recycled cardboard 
package displaying the egg sil- 
houette. The new packaging uses 40 
percent less material. The change- 
over is expected to cost the company 
millions of dollars. 

A local company that is sensitive 
to the environment is New England 
Veryfine Juices of Westford. The 
company recently received the New 
England Environmental Award. 
Veryfine recycles 95 percent of its 
solid and organic waste, and its 
packaging is made of 100 percent 
recyclable glass, aluminum and 
paper. The company also received 
an environmental award from the 
Audubon Society in 1990. 

In New Jersey, the Meadowlands 
Development Corp. has established 
a Trash Museum. It uses discharged 
trash to educate the public, 
particularly children, about our 
trash crisis. 

Here in Wilmington, the Recy- 
cling Committee is making progress 
educating the public about the en- 
vironmental and financial benefits 
of recycling. 

Too often environmental extre- 
mists worried about the habitat of 
the great spotted owl, receive all the 
publicity. Let's haye an egg nog 
toast to those who are really wor- 
king to protect our environment.

It's ironic that just days shy of the 200th anniversary of the 
Bill of Rights, Tewksbury Selectman Tom Camara would 
adamantly maintain that a man is guilty until proven 
innocent. The man convicted as charged in Camara's 
narrow, anti-libertarian view was former selectman Bill 
Hallisey, manager of the Tewksbury VFW. The veterans’ 
club was charged with serving alcohol to two minors on 
November 16. 

A painfully obvious undertone of last weeks board of 
selectmen meeting was the animosity Camara maintains 
against his nemesis Hallisey. As selectmen convened as 
formal judges and jury, a personal grudge became strikingly 
evident when Camara cast the sole dissenting vote in a sound 
board ruling against revocation of the VFW license. 

Hallisey a local businessmen who took over as manager of 
the club a couple of years ago after the VFW had been cited 
for problems. His role has been to provide business-like 
management for the club, implementing policy and training 
of personnel. The idea has been to curtail the serving of 
alcohol to minors. A liquor licenseis the bread and butter 
of any suburban veterans’ hall. Perhap§ it's a sad statement 
of the habits of the day, but if the liqyor licénse goes most 
of the cash goes with it. Getting a liquor license is like a 
parking-space-at-The~Malt-this-weekend.—People-don't 
surrender them easily. 

Hallisey didn't beat any rap here. There really wasn't one 
“to beat" in the first place. Competent witnesses portrayed 
in detail a responsible operation at the VFW, complimented 
by personnel trained to recognize minors and those 
purchasing liquor for them. It was obvious to any observer 
that considering intent, VFW operators were without guilt 
in this matter. 

But Selectman Camara made it known for all to hear that 
he supported revoking the liquor license because Hallisey 
had not proven his innocence. Wouldn't it be just dandy to 
have Tom as the judge at your next trial? 

So much for those endless pilgrimages to the court houses 
investigating Heaven knows what. One would haye thought 
that in that constant process some fragments of constitutional 
law might have penetrated the heretofore Teflon armor of 
Camara's public figure. 

Apparently not. 

Who was this man...- 

This is suburbia, where we live under the false pretense 
that the problems of modem, chaotic society do not pertain 
to our little universe north of Boston. Poverty is to the 
south, as are the scourges of crime, drugs, racism, hunger 
and the homeless. They are pressing issues for Boston and 
urban America only. 

Wrong on all counts, especially the latter. Last week, a 
man, someone we probably never knew, died in his van 
which was also his home, parked behind a local business in 
suburban Tewksbury which , we are instructed, is to be free 
of any social problems. The man's life, a very desperate 
and frightening one, was taken in a horrific blaze first 
thought to be triggered by an electric heater but later 
attributed to smoking, perhaps one of his few pleasures. A 
heater might have meant the world to this man, hiding from 
the Depression in our small, naively innocent suburbia of 
Nativity scenes and Christmas carols. 

Why did this man die in Tewksbury? Why would anyone 
in this country have to die in an automobile, shaking in the 
December cold, apparently without a real shelter or safe 
home? Where was this man's family and where were we? 

No one can answer the former question but the latter is 
obvious. We were at home watching cable or at the 
Burlington Mall grumbling about parking. Maybe we 
sulked over our now bulging VISA and Mastercards while 
lamenting the skimping of Christmas 1991. But we were 
very close to this man, and like him we were hiding . . . he 
from the Depression . . . we from reality. 

The man who died anonymously, left alone in our own 
backyard, had no "Holiday Stress Syndrome". What he had 
was an old, beat-up van that was his bedroom, his kitchen, 
his bathroom, his den, his world. He didn't have our vane 
worries . . . quite true . . . like how to pay for the ski trip to 
New Hampshire or where to find the new Super Nintendo. 

This man just had to worry about surviving one day to the 
next. 

He doesn't have to worry anymore. 

Maybe the rest of us should start.

Department heads in Wilmington town government have 
been ordered to submit budgets for next year reflecting a 
five percent decrease in operational spending, "and that's 
just a starting point," said Town Manager Mike Caira. 
The manager seemed be preparing the community for even 
tougher times ahead when he said that his marching orders 
don't take into account problems faced by rising costs in 
“budget busters" such as health insurance. "Predictably they 
go up", said Caira, "I'm not nervous but I'm concerned, 
and I fear we'll go through the same process as last year 
when the state vacillated from one budget scenario to the 
next."

Sinus problems 
can be prevented 


"Tis the season....for sinus 
problems. With the onset of cold 
and flu season comes another 
ailment - sinusitis. According to 
Otorhinolaryngologist Jeffrey 
Brown, M.D., an ear, nose and 
throat specialist (ENT), there are 
actually two types of sinus trouble: 
infection and inflammation. 

“There are many sinus cavities in 
the face," explains Dr. Brown, 
"Two over the eyes, two under the 
eyes, and a cluster between the eyes. 
Normally, they're lined with 
mucous membrane and filled with 
air. If a sinus cavity gets blocked 
off, however, it can lead to 
infection. Or, if the lining swells, it 
can become inflamed." 

Thee are two types of sinusitis: 
acute and chronic, “Acute sinusitis 
occurs more suddenly and has more 
aggressive symptoms, including 
fever and severe facial pain that can 
radiate to the teeth," says Dr. 
Brown. “It's usually caused by a 
bacterial infection, Chronic sinusitis 
is inflammatory, not as symp- 
tomatic, and can come and go." 

A common cause of sinus 
infections is the common cold, when 
nasal congestion prevents the 
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sinuses from draining properly. 
Other causes include polyps and 
anatomical deformities such as a 
deviated septum, which can block 
the sinuses. Most sinus infections 
respond to medications. Treatment 
usually includes antibiotics. 

And if anatomical deformities or 
polyps are causing blockages, 
surgery can alleviate the problem. 
"There is also a relatively new 
procedure called functional endo- 
scopic sinus surgery in which we 
use a small telescope to look into the 
nasal cavity through the nose and 
locate the blockage,” he explains, 
"In many cases, we are.able to 
improve ventilation without an 
incision," 

Can sinus problems be prevented? 
If you have a history of sinus 
problems, Dr. Brown recommends 
that if-you have a cold, you should 
see your doctor sooner rather than 
later in order to start treatment and 
avoid severe symptoms. 

If anatomical problems are 
causing blockages, surgery can 
prevent them. Or, if allergies are 
the culprit, getting them under 
control can prevent recurrences of 
sinus problems.

A lifetime ago -- last year?

December 18 will never again be 
the same for me. Last year on this 
date, my wife and I endured a trip 
through hell that I shall never, ever 
forget. The memories are so fresh 
that I can still hear the sounds and 
see what I didn't want to see. 

Regular readers may remember a 
set of stories I wrote last year about 
my wife, and the medical evils she 
endured. The Rollercoaster series. 
Mary Ann's life was on the razor's 
edge for weeks at a time last year. 

Her progress since then is nothing 
short of amazing. If you were not 
aware of her medical past, you'd be 
hard put to tell by just looking. The 
scars are real, however. 

A write-up of the following event 
was done last year, but 1 was asked 
not to print it because it was too 
depressing, with Christmas at hand. 
It hasn't changed, but now there is a 
better ending to the story. 

December 18, 1990 will be "Code 
Tuesday" in my memory forever- 
more. The sights and sounds from 
that afternoon don't merely linger 
in my mind -- they overwhelm it. 

Last year, my wife, Mary Ann, 
had been hospitalized for four solid 
months, most of that time spent in 
the intensive care unit at Tufts New 
England Medical Center in Boston. 

My daily routine last year was to 
work all day, then drive to Boston 
or take a train around three, visit, 
then get back to Tewksbury in time 
for one meeting or another. Every 
day, for over seven months. 

Mary Ann got out of the hospital 
for a few days last fall, and we were 
all pleasantly surprised to have her 
join us for Thanksgiving. If even a 
clue was known of what awaited us 
just a few days later, I'd have never 
let her leave the hospital. Never. 

In early December, Mary Ann's 
heart went into ventricular fibrill- 
ation, a form of heart attack. By all 
rights the nurses should have found 
her stone cold dead, because she 
wasn't in a "cardiac monitor" ward 
at the time. Her biggest complaint 
about her room was the boredom. 

Instead, a nurse was sitting at her 
bedside, chatting away, when she 
slumped over. Thanks to fast action 
by the staff she was saved. The odds 
were heavily against her survival, 
but God apparently didn't want to 
take her then. I arrived just a few 

and didn't realize just 
how close she came 

After the December 8 event, she 
was sent to a cardiac ward, and had 
to wear an clectronic heart monitor 
atall times. What did I know? 

On December 18, at 4:22 p.m., | 
was visiting Mary Ann in her new 
room. We were discussing where to 
send Christmas cards, with a stack 
of cards on the bed, when her hands 
curled up and she slumped to one 
side, in mid-sbptence. I called her 


name -- but no response. 

A nurse standing beside her (yet 
another coincidence) asked me if 
this was normal behavior. I replied 
that it was very abnormal, without 
taking my eyes off my wife. 

The nurse then called for help and 
the second nurse said to check for a 
pulse. There was none. By all rights 
she just died, in front of me, 

The first nurse then ran into the 
hall and yelled to the desk for them 
to declare a Code 99, the hospital's 
shorthand for a heart attack. 

I snatched the cards off the bed, 
grabbed my jacket and headed for 
the hallway. My sense of hospital 
protocol told me that I wouldn't be 
welcome in that room within a few 
seconds, and what was about to take 

ace in that room was not for me 
to watch. (I get goose bumps from 
simply remembering this.) 

The hospital loudspeaker blared 
"Adult Code 99, Pratt 617," (her 
room) in a dull, emotionless voice, 
then repeated the message. To this 
day, no matter where or when, that 
loudspeaker still echoes in my ears. 
I can still hear it, clearly. 

All hell broke loose. Doctors and 
nurses came flying from rooms and 
through the hallways, while a line 
of nurses stood against the far wall 
Opposite the room, ready to run for 
anything needed. When I saw the 
cardiac “crash cart" rolled into the 
room, I knew they were about to 
administer one of those horrifying 
electric jolts to her chest that make 
for such interesting footage on TV 
dramas about hospitals. The use of 
a defibrillator isn't that amusing if 
your loved one is under the electric 
paddles, 

(As an aside, I had written a story 
barely three weeks before about a 
life that was saved in Tewksbury by 
quick use of a cardiac defibrillator. 
My follow-up stories, about raising 
money to buy defibrillators for the 
town, had an edge to them last year 
that nobody in town realized.) 

There must have been 40 people 
in a my wife's room, which could 
barely hold ten. It was near chaos. 

As for me, I locked my fingers 
together and mumbled prayers into 
my fists, one after another without 
interruption, I slowly paced the hall 
and tried hard not to stare at the 
room, and feeling a slight sense of 
dizziness that I knew must be from 
hyperventilation. I came very close 
to fainting, from breathing too fast. 
Everything was painfully bright, so 
my pupils must have been the size 
of quarters. 

Hours, maybe days later, one of 
the hospital nurses who wasn't part 
of the pandemonium noticed me, 
and slid her arm through mine. She 
asked if I was all right, but I'm not 
sure I answered her. 

Weeks, maybe years later, when I 
paced near the door of the room, I 


heard a doctor inside ask "What's 
the last thing you can remember?" 
What a silly thing to ask a nurse, I 
thought. 

But what a simple, obvious thing 
to ask his patient! 

And if a doctor is talking to her, 
then ... she must be ... ALTVE! 

ALIVE! 

It took an effort to prevent my 
knees from buckling. 


When they finally let me in to see 
her, Mary Ann's first words were 
an apology. I laughed, because she 
wouldn't dare do anything like that 
deliberately. Secretly, I have never 
forgiven her for frightening me so 
badly , and E never will. 

Minutes later they carted her off 
to Intensive Care again, so I left. 

Believe it or not, I tried to work 
that night, covering the selectmen's 
meeting. I was useless. Especially 
when a messenger came in and told 
me she'd had another heart attack. 
A call to the hospital revealed she'd 
survived again, and there wasn't a 
thing I could do, Any work was out 
of the question for me, though. 

Thankfully, December 18 was the 
last of her heart attacks, but how 
could we know that at the time? 

Christmas and New Years' were 
tense last year. I brought the family, 
down to see her on both days, and I 
stayed on the edge of my seat at all 
times, watching for the least sign of 
trouble. She'd done it once ... 

Christmas held a special slice of 
horror. My daughter by then knew 
about the cafeteria in the hospital, 
and insisted on a snack. As we sat in 
the upstairs caf, the speaker blared 


Water test

Continuing the-town's survey of 
water quality, test results on three 
more tap water samples came back 
this week. 

Samples were taken from water 
taps at Town Hall, at the Elks hall 
and from Bemis Circle. Results of 
the tests were mentioned at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the selectmen. 

The three water samples were 
tested for Volatile Organic Com- 
pounds (VOCs), by American En- 
‘yironmental' Laboratories, Inc., of 
Leominster, Mass, The town water 
treatment plant is currently unable 
to test for VOCs, but that capability 
will begin within a few weeks. The 
VOC tests cost the town $175 each. 

All three samples were deemed to 
be within federal quality standards, 
but one of the test samples caused a 
raised eyebrow. The Bemis Circle 
and Elks samples showed levels of 
water purification chemicals, all of 
them well within water quality and 
safety limits. 


"Adult Code 99, Proger 7," and I 
began to shake. It took me a few 
minutes to realize that Mary Ann.

building, not the seventh, and that 
she hadn't just died in front of her 
mother and sons. Still, I shook for 
the next two hours, 

But all-continued-to. go well. On 
January 15 of this year she under- 
went a triple by-pass, which wasn't 
easy given her frail condition.

Still, it 
went without a hitch, 

In early March, Mary Ann came 
home for keeps, except for a two- 
week nightmare of pneumonia that 
landed her in intensive care again. 

But that was a lifetime ago. 

, You wouldn't know by looking at 
her that Mary Ann endured seven 
months at Death's Door. Today she 
is mobile, happy, driving around, 
doing crafts and looking for light 
part-time work. As if it nothing had 
happened. Apparently the by-pass 
was the key to her condition. 

Mary Ann, in fact, offers her 
personal thanks to everybody in the 
town who asks*about her, and who 
prayed for her. She met a dozen or 
so well-wishers at Applefest Crafts 
Fair, and wishes she could thank 
exeryone, ip person. 

But I haven't relaxed and I never 
will. Every time she tips her head, 
or rolls her eyes, I'm back on Pratt 
6, with that emotionless voice over 
the loudspeaker and Death standing 
there, staring at me, smirking. 

This story was rejected last year 
because it was too depressing for 
the Christmas season, 

Things are better now, thanks,

But the Town Hall water test had 
a measurable quantity of tricholor- 
ethene, a solvent. The maximum 
allowable level of tricholorethence 
in drinking water is 5.0 parts per 
billion (ppb), while the Town Hall 
sample had a level of 1.1 ppb. 

Due of the presence of tricholor 
ethene in a November sample done 
on Regina S Drive tap water (3.1 
ppb) the town will be taking water 
samples from that street, and from 
‘a point near the Lowell-Tewksbury 
line. 

Much of the town's water comes 
from outside Tewksbury, including - 
acontract to buy Lowell water, and 
the town will begin-testing of all 
water coming into town. 

Incidently, a recent story about 
the cost of water sample testing for 
the town was in error. Tewksbury's 
water treatment plant chemist is 
Lewis Zediane, and the manager of 
the plant is Leon Garrant. Both of 
their names were incorrectly stated 
in a previous edition.

THEORY 

Bangs pose the biggest problem 
as a hairstyle is growing out be- 
cause they tend to flop down into 
the eyes.

Hunting just not the same 
after a record deer season 


by Bill Conlon 

Deer season is over for all but the 
mouth-breathers (oops, best make 
that muzzleloader enthusiasts), and 
there is peace and quiet once again 
in the woods. Muzzle-loaders take 
to the woods from December 16-18 
so they're done by the time you're 
reading this. 

‘The stinky sox and the sweaty red 
flannel shirts can finally be donated 
to the laundry basket, the shotguns 
should be oiled and stored, and the 
unused deer slugs and double-ought 
will go back in the tin box for next 
year, The doe scent will go into the 
fridge, if I can sneak it past those 
who guard the food stores. Ahem. 

Too bad, really. There's still lots 
of hunting left, but hunting just 
doesn't seem the same after the deer 
season ends. My favorite excuse to 
hunt partridge is to scout for deer, 
in which I'm hunting for birds but 
actually I'm checking the dirt for 
deer sign. Partridge season runs for 
another few weeks, but very few 
will be out there chasing them. 

This year set new records for the 
deer harvest in Massachusetts, with 
a staggering 6,977 animals taken in 
the shotgun season alone, and those 
are just preliminary numbers. The 
archery season, according to Dan 
McGuiness at.the Division, saw a 
whopping 1,393 animals dropped 
by arrows, which is way up from 
the 1,000 plus last year. 

Dan was reluctant to predict good 
luck for the muzzleloaders, but he 
said he wouldn't be surprised if the 
black-powder crew brought down 
630 deer, to bring the state total to 
9,000 or more for the first time, 
ever, Dan said he can't go out for 
the muzzleloader season because he 
‘already filled his twin-deer tags. 

Keep in mind that Massachusetts 
has an estimated 50,000 deer, so the 
herd was more than decimated by 
deer hunters. About 18 percent of 
the state's deer herd is now hanging 
on the meat pole. The deer herd, 
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however, can sustain such a big loss 
without ill effect, and the herd will 
be back up to full strength by next 
November. Amazing, isn't it? 

Dan supplied the following deer 
harvest numbers: the Western deer 
management district take was 2,076 
animals, up from 1,675 last year; 
the Connecticut Valley harvest was 
2,114 animals, up from 1,221; the 
Central district saw 1,375 deer 
taken, up from 802; the Southeast 
district, including the islands, saw 
985 deer downed, a slight decrease 
(six deer) from last year’s total of 
991; and our Northeast district, as 
expected, saw the lowest take of the 
state, with 427 deer brought down, 
which is a still big increase over the 
276 collected last year. 

Keep in mind those are all totals 
from the shotgun season, and pre- 
liminary totals at that. Some check 
stations hold off until the end of the 
muzzleloader. season, then submit 
their totals all at the same time. The 
Commonwealth might very well go 
over the 9,000 mark, after all. 


Also keep in mind there weren't 
9,000 deer in the entire state at the 
start of this century. Management 
of the herd is a roaring success, and 
Dan said that even the Northeast has 


‘ an estimated 15-20 deer per acre. A 


truly renewable resource! 
Incidently, the first-ever opening 
of the Quabbin reservation saw; the 
downing of 576 deer. The hunt was 
set up in three shifts of up to 100 
deer hunters each, with each shift in 
the woods for three days. Dan had 
no breakdown of the Quabbin hunt 
results, such as bucks vs. does or 
other finery, but the total is plenty. 
The Quabbin, he said, is now down 


‘from the roughly 65 deer per acre, 


which was causing awful damage to 
plant life. Ordinarily, one hunter in 
five can expect to fill his tag, so 576 
deer for 900 hunters is an amazing 
success rate. 

As for injuries, there was one guy 
in Harvard, Mass., who apparently 
dropped his shotgun out of his tree 
stand and it discharged, sending the 
slug into his gut. He is expected to 
recover, much wiser than before. 

Another hunting accident on the 
Otis Air Force Base reservation is 
not so clear cut. One guy died from 
a shotgun blast to the middle of the 
back, but it's my understanding the 
law is asking a few questions about 
this one. Was it really accidental? 

Congratulations to all hunters on 
a well-run, successful deer harvest. 
Hopefully we've trimmed the herd 
enough for the winter. 

Next year, we'll do it again.

A tip of the hat goes to Ed Silva at 
Wildside Sports Center, for a shot 
he didn’t take. Ed has hunted in one 
particular spot for years, (sorry, it 
is secret) and there is a huge buck in 
those woods. The old mossy-horn is 
nicknamed Old Ben, and although a 
few hunters have seen him over the 
years,-he's never been harmed. 

Ed was hunting on a high hillside 
this season and he heard something 
coming. In a few minutes he saw it 
was a deer, and said all he could see 
were antlers, A huge buck with an 
ENORMOUS rack! It had to be Old 
Ben, making another of his ghostly 
and rare appearances. 

But Old Ben was walking through 
thick brush. Eddie could see Ben's 
antlers, and saw his body pretty 
well, but he couldn't be sure where 
the slug would hit due to the thick 
brush, So Eddie waited, and waited, 
and soon Old Ben had slipped away. 


Eddie gets an “attaboy" for not 
taking the shot. He didn't want to 
wound the trophy, or frighten him 
off, and Old Ben never stepped into 
the clear. Any bets where Ed Silva 
will be hunting next year? Yup! 

Dan McGuiness told a neat story 
about two young men, both 16, who 
were bowhunting this year for the 
first time. One of them purchased a 
dozen arrows in summer for target 
practice, but he was down to only 
three "workable" shafts by the start 
of deer season. 


The kid figured even one arrow 
would be too many, since he didn't 
expect to see anything his first year. 

Shortly after dawn, the kid heard 
something approach his tree stand, 
and he got ready. A “button” buck 
strolled by, and the kid let fly with 
all three arrows, but missed with 
every one. One shaft was bent in the 
fusillade, so he now had only two 
atrows. Minutes after climbing into 
his tree, the kid was lucky enough 
to nail a 205-pound, 15-point buck. 
Talk about beginner's luck... 

As for me, I didn't sight a single 
deer in my three days in the woods, 
but I did jump three without being 
able to see ‘em. I hit the Lowell- 
Dracut state forest-for two days, 
fruitlessly, then spent the final day 
in New Salem, Mass. Oh well. I've 
now seen deer in one year out of the 
last five, I'm not very lucky. 

A nod to Bill Curtin of Cleghorn 
Lane, Tewksbury. Met your sister 
at Dr. Conley's, and she said you're 
a regular reader. Welcome. 

Got a VERY interesting letter this 
week from Detective Paul Johnson 


from Tewksbury police. It seems 
Paul and his brothers were hunting 
upper Maine, north of Ellsworth, 
and at 3:50 p.m, on November 11 
something big crossed the road and 
stopped to stare at the truck. Paul 
guessed the critter at 120 pounds, 
with a round head and pointed ears, 
and a long tail. He said it wasn't a 
bobcat, coyote or lynx. Everyone 
in the truck concluded that it was a 
mountain lion, and two of the guys 
later came upon tracks that they felt 
cinched it. Mountain lions in New 
Englan? Many don't believe it. 


A week of 
active deer hunting boils down to 
30 unforgettable seconds, and those 
few seconds are always good for a 
fireside story. If you want, I'll keep 
your name out of the paper, but I'd 
like to publish deer hunting stories 
by local hunters, Give me a ring at 
658-2346 on weekdays, and I'll do 
the rest.

For most people; swallowing is an 

involuntary reflex - there's usually 
“never much thought given to this 

However for some people, this 
isn't the case. Difficulty in 
swallowing, a problem which can 
result from strokes, neurological 
disorders such as Parkinson's 
disease or a head injury, can hinder 
eating and even speech, 

Winchester Hospital offers the 
Modified Barium Swallow, or 
Video Swallow, a diagnostic 
techni, for assessing patients’ 
swallowing ability and testing 
methods to improve the: process. 
Through video fluoroscopy, the 
patient is observed swallowing 
small amounts of barium coated 
foods of various consistencies, 

Maxine Mazow, speech 
pathologist at the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington and 
Winchester Hospital explains, 
"Barium can be easily seen on 
x-rays, allowing both the 
radiologist and the speech 
pathologist to view the progression 
of the material swallowed, Each 
swallow is videotaped, and the tape 
can be played back to pinpoint the 
location of the’ swallowing 
problem." 

Maxine says the videotape actually 
becomes part of the patient's 
permanent medical record. "Based 
on the results of the study, various 
types of treatment can be 
considered." 


Depending on the location of the 
swallowing problem, th 
recommendations often include 


of patient's liquids, and compen- 
satory strategies. “Sometimes 
altering the patient's posture, such 
as tucking in the chin or turning the 
head while eating, can help direct 
food into the esophagus, while 
protecting the vocal cords and 
airway passages," says Maxine. 

Treatment may also include oral 
motor exercises such as tongue 
strengthening maneuvers and the 
supraglottic swallow - a technique 
in which the patient holds their 
breath, puts the food in their mouth, 
swallows and then coughs before 
exhaling. 

According to Maxine, the next 
step in providing a more complete 
program will be the purchase of a 
specially designed chair used to 
transport patients from their 
hospital rooms. This chair also fits 
behind the narrow fluoroscopy unit. 

"The Modified Barium Swallow is 
an excellent tool in diagnosing 
swallowing dysfunction," says 
Maxine, "With this new procedure, 
we're able to help more patients 
improve their swallowing reflex 
and lead a more satisfying life."

the Seabees

(@) n December 7 we celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of 
the infamous action at Pearl 
Harbor that brought this country 
into the Pacific Theater of World 
Watdirs '#! << 


That action set off a series. of 
events and a number of fighting 
units were formed that will ccle- 
brate their fiftieth anniversary of 
distinguished service over the 
next year, 

One of these groups fought 
World War II with a minimum of 
bullets and a maximum of ingenu- 
ity. The United States Navy 
Construction Battalion, now des- 
ignated as the Mobile Construc- 
tion Battalions, better known ‘as 
the Seabees, started their “can do” 
spirit with authorization from the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel on 
January 5, 


The mission of the Seabees 
was to prepare the jungle like 
islands of the South Pacific so that 

\ the Army and the Marines could 
carry on their battles and the 
Naval and Army Air Forces could 
take off and land their planes from 
bombing and strafing missions. 

At least one member of the 
Seabees, Reading resident Natale 
“Nat” Bellantone found time to 
capture his memories of the war 
in roughly 35 different water col- 
ors that he painted from June, 
1943 fo September, 1945. “I 
didn’t sit and play cards with the 
guys. I wasn’t a poker player.” 


The paintings cover such sub- 
jects as the troopships that carried 
the units overseas, the construc- 
tion of airstrips and barracks, 
scenes from the war and even 
scenes of native culture on the 
islands.

The ridiculous connections 
between politician and sports pro- 
moter, athlete and detective are 
tenuous at best, corny at worst, 
They are also what really sink the 
storyline.

Continues from S-1 
struck up a friendship that later 
(after World War II) became a 
marriage with three children: 
David (a glassblower) now living 
in Greenland New Hampshire;

Bellantone said that his compa- 
ny commander, Rear Admiral 
James Cunniff, observed the 
painting and made arrangements 
for the artist to have the run of the 
ship and parts of the bridge to 
capture history. 

In one sidelight, Bellantone’s 
friends and family got to learn 
how well off he was during the 
war due to a Boston Globe front 
page story that appeared October 
18, 1944 describing some of the 
work he was doing with his unit 
and the island natives. 

Those people that get to stop 
by his display at the Anniversary 
Kick-Off Banquet on January 4 or 
at the Dedication of the Seabee 
Bas Relief at the navy Memorial 
on January 5, will also have a 
chance to see a very well done 
slide show that depicts not only 
Bellantone’s art work but also 
some of the history of the Seabee 
movement during the War. 

One ironic painting that 
Bellantone has included in his 
collection, is that of a PBY known 
as “The Flying Black Cat,” pilot- 
ed by Lieutenant Merle Schall. 
The picture was finished and the 
plane never returned from its next 
mission. 

Other paintings show the 
unique and sometimes exquisite 
designs the local natives brought 
to such construction as the burial 
vaults they built into the lime- 
stone rock on the islands. 

Bellantone noted that the 
Seabees would have to destroy 
some of these vaults because they 
were known hiding places for 
Japanese that were on the run. 

In another painting Bellantone 
has caught the loneliness of a sol- 
dier, who is watching as allied 
spotlights capture a Japanese war- 
plane just before it is shot down 
from a night run,

As winter arrives and fresh 
fruit and vegetables get more 
expensive, people turn to their 
Store of home canned foods. For 
many, home canning is a way of 
life, symbolizing thrift, self- 
reliance and creativity, Unfor- 
tunately, in a few isolated condi- 
tions, home canning can also rep- 
resent a serious health threat. 

Just the word "botulism" Car- ( 
ties terror for home canners, but ' 
many people do not know about 
the disease and how it can be rec- 
ognized: 

"Botulisin is caused by an 
organism called clostridium 
botulinum, which flourishes in 
low-acid foods and an environ- 
ment free of air," says Ted. Butler, 
M.D., chief of staff at Lawrence 
Memorial Hospital of Medford 
"It's exactly the environment you 
have in home canning." 

Most fruit is naturally resistant 
to botulism because of its high 
acid and sugar content. However, 
a case of botulism traced to 
canned tomato juice was reported 
recently. So, when you can toma- 
toes at home now, specialists 


J 


advise adding lemon juice to 
increase the acid content, 

When using home canned food 
be aware of the only sign botulism 
produces: a bulging lid on canned 
goods, produced by the pressure 
the growing bacterium produces. 
However, in the early stage of the 
process, the lid may not even 
bulge. 

If a person accidentally eats the 
potentially deadly toxin, the 
symptoms will include nausea, 
vomiting; double vision, and 
paralysis of the face, eyes, mouth 
and throat. These symptoms may 
take as long as 72 hours to appear. 
If these symptoms appear, a 
botulism antitoxin should be 
administered immediately. 


"Some ‘changes in the appear- 
ance of food can indicate a harm- 
less chemical reaction,", kays Dr. 
Butler. "Pears that turn pink, for 
example, are still edible and 

“healthful. And a black, crusty 
look on the edge of a jar is a 
harmless sulfide reaction." 

But any fuzziness, whether 
black, white or gray, is a sign of 
mold that appears on the top of

Ultrasound easy,efficient 
way to treat sick fish 


An invention developed at MIT 
could revolutionize the fish-farm- 
ing industry by providing an easy, 
efficient way to treat sick fish, 
vaccinate them to prevent dis- 
eases, or administer other com- 
pounds such as reproductive hor- 
mones to get fish to spawn. 

In the MIT technique ultra- 
sound is applied to water contain- 
ing fish and the vaccine, antibiot- 
ic, or other compound of interest. 
In initial experiments, the scien- 
tists found that the technique was 
very effective in getting a repro- 
ductive hormone into goldfish. 

Currently, all other ways of 
administering such compounds 
are either impractical commercial- 
ly or inefficient. For example, the 
only reliable way to vaccinate fish 
is to inject each individual one. 
"That is impossible on a large 
scale, and for some fish injection 
is too stressful," said Yonathan 
Zohar, a visiting scientist in chem- 
ical engineering and the leading 
researcher in the work, 

The ultrasound technique could 
be a revolutionary alternative to 
such traditional approaches. In 
addition, the scientists believe that 
it could be applied to other aquat- 
ic animals, including molluscs, 
shrimp and lobsters, As a result, 
they have applied for a patent on 
the invention, We think it has 
great potential," said Dr. Zohar, 
who is also an associate professor 
at the University of Maryland's 
Center of Marine Biotechnology. 

The ultrasound invention grew 
out of MIT research by Robert 
Langer, Germeshausen Professor 
of Chemical and Biochemical 
Engineering, and colleagues on 
the use of ultrasound to enhance 
drug delivery to humans, "We sort 
of jointly wondered if ultrasound 
would enhance the transport of 

+ compounds to fish, and it did," Dr, 
Langer said. 


The other principal researchers 
in the work are Joseph Kost, a yis- 
} iting scientist now at Ben Gruion 


University in Israel and an expert 
on ultrasound, and Antony 
d'Emanuele, a postdoctoral associ- 
ate now at the University of 
Manchester in England. 

In initial experiments, the 
group exposed goldfish to ultra- 
sound for 10 to 15 minutes. The 
water the fish were in contained 
one of two model molecules "to 
represent the range of products 
that might be of interest to the 
industry," Dr. Zohar said. These 
particular molecules happened to 
be reproductive hormones. 

The scientists then analyzed 
the levels of hormone in the blood 
of the fish before ultrasound and 
at different times afterwards (fish 
were anesthetized to remove the 
blood). In the end, they found that 
fish exposed to ultrasound had a 
10 to 20 fold increase of the 
model molecule in their blood, as 
compared to fish that had not been 
exposed to ultrasound, 


Dr. Zohar suspects that the hor- 
mones are getting into the fish 
through their skin and gills. How? 
"We think that with ultrasound 
we're changing the permeability 
of those tissues for a short time," 
he said. So the hormones can get 
in the fish during ultrasound and 
probably for a little while after- 
wards, but then the permeability 
returns to normal and they are 
locked in the fish. 

The group is in the process of 
studying this and other phenome- 
na related to the ultrasound tech- 
nique. They are also determining 
the best conditions for the proce- 
dure, such as the amount of time a 
fish should be exposed to ultra- 
sound, the ‘intensity of the ultra- 
sound, and the concentration of 
compounds to be added to the 
water, 

Said Dr, Zohar, "We know the 
technique works, but we still need 
studies to optimize it and find out 
if it will be as efficient as we hope 
it will be.”

Exercise during pregnancy 
helps during childbirth 


Many women and physicians 
consider exercise during-pregnari- 
cy an important part of their total 
fitness program. Some women 
join prenatal exercise classes in 
anticipation of having an easicr 
labor and delivery. 

One recent study of women 
who continued to exercise during 
pregnancy showed that the dura- 
tion of the active phase of labor 
was reduced by one-third, or two 
hours, Exercising mothers-to-be 
may gain less weight, increase 
muscle tone and generally feel 
better about themselves. Regular 
workouts also may help-lessen 
lower-back pain, a common com- 
plaint of pregnancy. 

Exercise during pregnancy can 
also help with the demands of 
delivering the baby. Health 
experts consider relaxation tech- 
niques especially helpful in allevi- 
ating muscular tension which can 
contribute to stiffness and pain 
during labor. 

A special exercise program for 
pregnant women, ~'Body in 
Balance," held at Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital provides area 
women with a comprehensive 
approach to fithess during preg 
nancy. In addition.to the exercise 
component, the program 
offers emotional support and 
nutritional advice 

According to MWH Maternal/ 
Infant Education and "Body in 
Balance" instructor Eileen Dern, 
R.N., women in the program ben 
efit from stretching exercises, 
low-impact aerobic activity and 
relaxation practices. Discussions 
during exercise help participants 
express anxieties and ask ques- 
tions about labor and delivery and 
childfearing. 
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Programs such as "Body in 
Balance" can be especially helpful 
in providing appropriate exercise 
for pregnant women since strenu 
ous exercise over prolonged peri- 
ods may not be beneficial to preg- 
nant women. Physiological 
changes, such as hormonal 
changes, which occur during 
pregnancy, leave the body more 
vulnerable to injury. With advanc- 
ing pregnancy, the change in the 
body's gravity center puts addi- 
tional strain on the lower back and 
hip joints. Other changes are in 
levels of cnergy and stress 

Although pregnancy is a nor- 
mal, healthy function of the body, 
bodily changes in pregnancy 
require ercise modifications. 

These bodily changes associat- 
ed with vigorous exercise can be 
dangerous for some pregnant

women. All pregnant women are 
encouraged to discuss safe exer- 
cise with their physician before 
beginning any exercise program. 

The American College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists 
(ACOG) recommends the follow- 
ing guidelines for exercise safety 
during pregnancy: 

«Participate in an exercise class 
that is designed specifically for 
pregnant women. Limit your most 
strenuous aerobic activities to 15 
minutes, and include relaxation 
and cool-down exercises. 

*Be sure the exercise class 
includes a heart rate measurement. 
Your pulse should not exceed the 
ACOG recommended rate of 140 
beats per minutes or the rate sug- 
gested by your own obstetrician. 

+Avoid classes that include 
bouncing or jerking movements, 
such as deep knee bends. 

*After the fourth month of 
pregnancy, don't do exercises that 
require you to lie flat on your 
back. This could lower your blood 
pressure and may cause you to 
fecl faint. It also reduces blood 
flow to your uterus. 

*Stay out of steam baths, hot 
tubs and_saunas. Even a few min- 
utc’s exposure can raise your body 
temperature to a level that is not 
healthy for the fetus. 


*Avoid dehydration by drink- 
ing liquids before, during and 
after you exercise. This will also 
help keep you and your baby 
cooler. 

*Call your physician if you 
have symptoms such as vaginal 
bleeding, menstrual-like cramps, 
body pain, faintness or dizziness, 
difficulty walking and palpitations 
or rapid heart beat after you exer- 
cise

The Barton collection, which is 
one of the cornerstones of the 
Rare Books and Manuscripts 
Department, was acquired by the 
library at a cost of $34,000 in 
1873 from the window of Thomas 
Barton, the earliest American col- 
lector of Shakespeareana.
